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CHARACTER OF THE RUSSIANS. 


To fay that mature has irreverfibly 
doomed the Rufiian to bea barbarian, is 
an affertion as difgraceful as it is unjutt, 
and fuch as nature has herfelf contravened. 
Amidit all the oppreffion that weighs him 
to the earth, that half aflociates him with 
the rugged bear of his foreft; and taught, 
as he is, that his condition can never know 
amelioration, this poor flave of the north 
has difplayed heroic valor in the field, the 
molt gentle moderation in fuccefs, and the 
mildett unrepir ling philofophy in fuffering : 
fuch as would have done honor to a Roman. 
If you afk whether the fenfibilities of na- 
ture ever foftened the Ruffian brea(lt, read 
what the poor exiles have expreffed in the 
defolate wiles of Siberia, and it will put 
the feelings of your heart to their fullelt 
proof. la thofe regions of gloom, the po- 
et may catch fome of the finelt fubjects 
for his mufe. 

No one who has remarked the Raf- 
fan with candor, who judges from what 
he fees, and not from what he has heard 
d, will hefitate to pronounce him one 
of the belt tempered creatures in the Cre- 
ation. He will bear the curfe and fcorn, 
and frequently the blows of bis fuperior, 
with mildnefs. Revenge, alinoft fanétion- 
ed by infults, never iheddent his blood ; 
and knowing, perhaps, how hard it ts 
to Suffer without refilting, he is fcarcely 

ver feen to {trike the antmal over which 
he has power. His horfe is feldoin propelled 
by any other influence than afew cherith- 
ing and cheerful founds ; if this encour- 
agement increafes not his pace, he does 
not, heated with favage fury, diflect the 
wretched beaft with the feourge, beat out 
or tear out the tongue; no! his 
patient driver begins to fing to him, and 
the Ruffians are ail famous fingers ; if the 
charms of mufic have notnfluence on his 
leac, he then b-gins to reafon with him;

‘You filly tel why don’t you go on

but to eat?’ By this time the fulky jade 
has generally had her whim out, and trots 
on gaily. His horfe is the obje& of his 
pride and comfort; well obferving the 
Raffian proverb, ‘It is not the horfe but 
the oats that carry you ;’ as long as the 
animal will eat he feeds him ; and his ap- 
pearance generally honors, and his gratetul 
labours remunerate, the humanity of his 
mafter. A Ruflian in the ebullition of 
paflion, may do a ferocious thing but nev- 
er an ILL-NATURED ONE. No being un- 
der heaven furpailes him in the gaiety of the 
heart. His little national fong cheers him 
whereverhegoes. Where a German would 
{moke for comfort, the Ruffian fings. 
There is nothing cold about him but his 
wintry climate ; whenever he fpeaks, it is 
with good-humour and vivacity, accom- 
panied by the moft animated geflures ; 
and although | do not think that the Graces 
would at firft pull caps about him, yet 
in the dance, for fpirit and agility, I 
would match and back him againft any 
one of the molt. agile fons of careleflnefs 
in the Champs Elyiées. 

In his religious notions, the Ruffian 
knows not the meaning of bigotry, and 
what is better, of toleration. He merciful- 
ly thiuks that every one will ae heaven, 
only that Rufflians will have the beft place. 
When thefe {imple children of Gace ad- 
drefs each other, it is always by the affec- 
tionate names of my father, my mother, 
my brother, or my filter, according to the 
age and fex of the party. “Lo thefe good 
qualities of the heart, let me add the fav- 
orable and manly appearance of the Ruf- 
fians, } mean the proper Ruffians: Their 
drefs is plain and fimple, cenfifling of a 
long coat of woolen cloth, reaching to the 


knees, and folding before, faftened round 
the middle by a faith, into which his thick 


ke are generally tucked, an: 


frequently it holds his axe 5; his drawers 
are of the fame fluff with his coat, and his 
covered with heavy boots, 
r fwathed round with bandayes, for they 
om ever wear ftockings, and for fhoes 
be ules coarfe tandals made of cloth and 
the matted bark of the linden or birch 3 his 
s cropped: the drefs of the 
common women did not appearto me to 
vary much from f 
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of the fame degree ; it confilted of a tunic, 
generally of fume fhewy color, with the 
fleeves of the fhift appearing. The milk- 
women looked very well in this drefs 5 and 
the manner in which they carry an afhen 
bow, from the ends of which are fufpend- 
ed little jars covered with matted birch 
bark, reciting upon one fhoulder, gives 
them an uncommonly gracetul appearance. 
When the tradefmen’s wives go out, they 
generally cover the top of their caps with 
a large rich filk handkerchief, which falls 
behind; this appeared to be a very favor- 
ite decoration, 

What good the Ruffian has, he owes 
to himfelf ; his foibles, and they are few, 
originate elfewhere; he is the abfolute 
flave of his lord, and sanks with the fod of 
his domains; a lord whofe defpotifm is 
frequently more biting than the Siberian 
blaft. Never i!!umined by education, bruif- 
ed with ignoble blows, the objc& and fre- 
quently the victim of baronial rapacity, 
with a wide world before him, this opprefl- 
ed child of nature is denied the common 
right of raifing his fhed where his condi- 
tion may be ameliorated, permitted only to 
toil ina diftant diftriGt under the proteétion 
of that difgraceful badge of vaffalage a 
CERTIFICATE OF LEAVE, and upon his 
return couipellable to lay the feanty fruits 
of his labor at the feet of his mafter ; and 
finally, he is excluded from the common 
privilege which nature has beftowed upon 
the fowls of the air and the beafts of the 
wilderncls, of choofing his mate ; he muft 
marry when and whom his matter orders. 
Yet under all this preflure, enough to def- 

vy the marv. lous elafticity of a French- 
man’s mind, the Ruflian is what I have
